Soviet  Union  reenters  British  wheat  market 

British  imports  of  Russian  wheat  reached  15,200,000  "bushels  from 
August  through  December  1937 'against  none  in  the  corresponding  period  in 
1936,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  C.  C.  Taylor  at  London.    The  receipts 
from  the  Soviet  Union  have  made  up  for  a  large  part  of  the  shortage  of 
Canadian  wheat,  imports  of  which  were  22,400,000  "bushels  smaller  in  the 
1937  peri ed  than  a  year  earlier.    Trade  reports  indicate  a  preference  for 
the  Russian  product  as  a  substitute  for  strong  Canadian  wheat.  Imports 
from  the  United  States,  amounting  to  6.5  million  bushels  from  August 
through  December  against  practically  none  in  1936,  replaced  most  of  the 
remaining  Canadian  deficiency.     Imports  from  Australia,  India,  and  other 
sources  during  this  period  were  about  the  same  as  in  the  corresponding 
months  of  1935.    Receipts  from  Argentina  were  unimportant  in  both  periods, 

British  wheat  requirements  during  the  early  part  of  the  1937-38 
season  were  slightly  smaller  than  those  of  a  year  earlier.    Total  imports 
in  the  first  5  months  of  the  current  season,  at  75,200,000  bushels,  were 
3.5  million  bushels  smaller  than  the  comparable  1936-37  figures.  British 
port  stocks  as  of  August  1,  1937,  were  3  million  bushels  lower  than  a  year 
earlier,  and  production  in  the  United  Kingdom  in  1937  was  about  the 
same  as  in  1936.    There  is  no  evidence  that  wheat  reserves  are  being  ac- 
cumulated in  the  United  Kingdom.    Trade  sources  have  indicated  that  early 
receipts  from  the  United  States  this  season  were  below  quality  require- 
ments and  were  discriminated  against  as  to  prices.    Later  shipments,  how- 
ever, exhibited  decidedly  better  quality.     Sales  of  Australian  wheat  for 
future  delivery  at  prices  advantageous  to  buyers  have  been  reported,  the 
disturbed  Oriental  markets  having  made  the  British  market  somewhat  more 
attractive  than  usual. 

Manchurian  soybean  situation 

The  Dairen  soybean  market  was  seasonally  active  during  December, 
according  to  a  report  of  Vice  Consul  Pasquet  transmitted  by  radio  from 
the  Shanghai  Office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.    December  soy- 
bean arrivals  at  Dairen  amounted  to  341,000  short  tons  compared  with 
284,000  tons  for  November.     Bean  mill  activities  increased  during  December, 
producing  7,500  tons  of  bean  oil,  compared  with  4,300  tons  in  November. 

Soybean  prices  in  Manchuria  during  early  December  improved  somewhat 
over,    the  low  levels  reached  in  November  as  a  result  of  increased  buying 
from  Japan.    With  an  accumulation  of  stocks,  however,  prices  again  de- 
clined at  the  end  of  December.    Bean  cake  prices  have  remained  strong  owing 
to  the  increased  demand  from  Japan,  where  it  is  reported  that  the  Government 
expects  to  restrict  imports  of  sulphate  of  ammonia  from  abroad.    Bean  oil 
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prices  declir.  i  slightly  below  the  low  level  reached  in  November  and  were 
the  lowest  since  1934.     Sales  to  Europe  held  up  fairly  well  as  a  result  of 
the  low  prices*    Prices  for  Manchurian  soybeans  at  the  end  of  December  were 
quoted,  c.i.f.  Europe,  for  January  shipment,  at  $35,70  per  short  ton,  and 
"cean  oil  at  $79,09  per  ton. 

Stocks  of  beans  and  bean  cake  at  Dairen  increased  during  the  month 
and  at  the  end  of  December  amounted  to  142,000  tons  of  beans,  50,000  of  bean 
cake  and  meal,  and  1,000  tons  of  bean  oil.     Stocks  of  beans  on  hand  at  the 
end  cf  December  1936  amounted  to  211,000  tons,  beancake  and  meal  51,000  tons, 
and  bean  oil  2,850  tons. 

Exports  of  beans  during  October  1937  amounted  to  128,000  short  tons, 
bean  cake  and  meal  25,350  tons,  and  bean  oil  770  tons.     In  October  1936  bean 
exports  totaled  48,000  tons,  bean  cake  ana  meal  9,700  tons,  and  bean  oil 
1,630  tons.

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RICE 

Japan  rice  supply  increased 

The  total  quantity  of  rice  available  for  Japan  during  the  1937-38 
season  (November-October)  is  above  the  preceding  year,  in  spite  of  the 
slightly  reduced  crop  in  Japan  proper,  based  on  information  from  the 
American  Consulate  General  at  Tokyo  and  forwarded  by  the  Shanghai  office 
of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     The  carry-over  of  rice  for  October 
31,  1938,  was  officially  estimated  by  the  Japanese  Government  at  4,095 
million  pounds  as  compared  with  the  carry-over  on  October  31,  1937,  of 
2,579  million  pounds. 

Japan  annually  imports  approximately  4  billion  pounds  of  milled  rice 
from  Chosen  and  Taiwan.    On  account  of  the  record  1937  crop  in  Chosen,  im- 
ports from  that  source  arc  expected  to  be  exceptionally  large  this  season. 

Prices  of  rice  in  Japan  are  above  those  of  a  year  ago,  and  this  season 
are  the  highest .  they  have  bo  en  for  many  years.    On  January  4  this  year, 
Fukagawa  middle-grade  milled  rice  at  Tokyo  was  $3.06  per  100  pounds  as  com- 
pared with  $3.67  on  the  same  date  in  1937.

Norway  advances  low-dut y  period  on  apples  and  pears 

The  beginning  of  the  low-duty  period  on  apples  and  pears  imported 
into  Norway  has  been  advanced  to  February  13  instead  of  March  15,  1938., 
according  to  a  cablegram  from  the  American  Legation  at  Oslo.     The  reduced 
duty  of  0»35  crown  per  kilogram  (4.1  cents  per  pound)  normally  applies  from 
March  16  to  July  31,  with  a  higher  rate  of  0.72  crown  (8.2  cents  per  pound), 
effective  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
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German  livestock  num be rs 

The  German  livestock  census  of  December  3,  1937,  indicated  a  con- 
siderable increase  in  the  number  of  cattle  over  1936  figures,  to  a  record 
total  of  nearly  20,500,000.  .  Hog  numbers,  on  the  other  hand,  declined  sig- 
nificantly from  the  record  1936  figures.

The  trends  are  particularly  marked  in  the  months  since  Sent ember 
when  the  new  crops  began  to  appear  on  the  market.     In  the  absence  of  any 
unanticipated  developments,  they  will  continue  through  the  current  year. 
Certain  types  of  commodities,  such  as  pork  and  lard,  have  not  yet  felt  the 
effect  of  the  changed  supply  situation,  „ 

Exports- 

Farm  products  exported  from  the  United  States  in  the  6  months 
ended  December  31,  1937,  were  valued  at  $475,208,000.     This  was  15  percent 
higher  than  in  the  same  period  of  1936  when  the  value  stood  at  $413,000,000. 
The  gain  in  volume  during  the  period  was  25  percent. 

Exports  of  both  bread  and  feed  grains  have  been  much  larger  this 
season  than  last.    Exports  of  milled  rice  rose  from  12  million  to  153  mil- 
lion pounds.    Wheat  and  flour  exports  increased  fourfold,  from  nearly  11 
million  bushels  a  year  ago  to  about  42.6  million  bushels  so  far  this  sea- 
son. 

The  index  for  cotton  rose  from  64  in  1936  to  71  in  December  1937, 
a.  gain  of  11  percent.    Exports  of  tobacco  made  a  very  good  showing  with 
an  index  of  122,   the  highest  since  1933,     Though  exports  to  China  have 
dropped  off  sharply,  the  United  Kingdom,  France,  and  Germany  have  in- 
creased their  takings  of  American  tobacco,  more  than  offsetting  the  de- 
crease to  the  Orient.

Imports 

The  United  States  imported  farm  nroducts  to  the  value  of  $679,528,000 
in  the  last  6  months  of  1937.    This  compared  with  $635,973,000  a  year  earlier 
or  a  gain  of  7  percent,  practically  all  of  which  was  in  the  noncompetitive 
group.     Competitive  imports  have,  dropped  off  sharply  in  recent  months,  the 
value  for  the  6-mcnth  period  amounting  to  $305,816,000,  or  but  little  above 
that  of  1936. 

Wheat  and  flour  imports  dropped  from  33 , 326 ,000 ' bushels  last  season  to 
3,237,000  bushels  in  the  last  6  months  of  1937.    The  United  States  has  also  im- 
ported much  less  sugar  and  molasses.     Some  other  commodities  showing  heavy  de- 
clines were  canned  milk,  butter,  hides  ar.d  skins,  barley,  barley  malt,  rye, 
sesame  seed,  and  cottonseed,  olive,  sunflower,  and  perilla  oils.
